- Teacher Aides, Larger Class Sizes 


The role of teacher aides and 
the apparent trend toward larger 
elementary school classes were 
two of the significant topes dis- 
cussed last week at the annual 
convention of the American As- 
sociation of School Administrat- 
|ors, at Atlantic City. 
| So reported Menlo Park Ele- 
|mentary School District Superin- 
| tendent Dr. Melville Homfeld this 
| week, on returning from the five 
| day meet. | 
| More than 19,000 school admin- 
|istrators from all parts of the 
country attended the convention. 

Two special section meetings 
were set up for discussion of these | 
topics, Homfeld explained, on the | 
j basis of the amount of interest 
shown. 

Specifically, the one dealing 
with teacher aides was titled, 
“What Do Teacher Aides Aid?” 
The one concerned with the ap- 
parent tendency toward larger 
classes was also high on the 
interest list of those who attend- 
ed. 

“The whole subject of teacher | 
aides—persons ‘who assist class- | 
room teachers by performing dut- 
ies of a non-instructional nature— 
has come in for much discussion,” | 
Dr. Homfeld reported. | 

“The plan is to give each teach- | 
er approximately twice as many | 
pupils as usual and then assign- 
ing a noncertificated, lay assist- 
ant to help her with many of the 
routines not a part of the actual 
teaching,” he explained. 


“Proponents of the idea feel

Rise Halts USGS 


Ever-rising costs have stalled 
plans for construction of another 
addition to the U.S. Geological 
Survey’s Pacific Coast headquar- 
ters, wire service reports from 
Washington indicated last week.

$415,000 for one building, but 
costs have risen to a point where 
this would only buy a third of the 
facility originally planned. 

The USGS, according to a 
spokesman quoted in Washing- 
ton, now has hopes the $415,000 
can be reallocated, and that an 
additional $940,000 can be added 
to it so that a 81,000-square-foot 
facility can be constructed.

|Your City’s Business: 


Sales Tax Referendum 
Held Not Advisable 


By CHARLES p. BURGESS 
City Councilman, Menlo Park 


Opponents of the municipal re- 
tail sales tax argue that it should 
go to a vote of the people be- 
cause it is “such a radical depar- 
ture from the traditional method 
of raising revenues by municipali- 
ties. The motive, of course, is the 
hope that in an election they may 
be able to persuade the voters to 


reject it. 
Cities in California have a 
greater degree of “home rule” 


than those of other states. Our ci- 
| ties are functioning republics, ex- 
jercising a broad range of powers 
not in conflict with the State Con- 
stitution, and as such represent 
jthe acme of local self-govern- 
|ment. Counties, school districts 
and special districts are creatures 
of the State, and their powers and 
functions are strictly limited. 

Cities exercise their powers 
through their councils, which 
are responsible to the people 
through the election and recall 
processes. 

Cities have for many years had 
the right to impose license taxes 
for revenue, and Menlo Park has 
done so for at least 25 years. The 
municipal retail sales tax is a li- 
cense tax upon the retailer, based 
upon his gross receipts. Many ci- 
j ties were charging business _li- 
cense taxes based upon gross re- 
ceipts for years before the first 
city sales tax was enacted more | 
than a decade ago. 
| By 1950 most of the taxable re- 
tail sales volume of the State of | 
California was subject to a city | 
sales tax, and it has now become 
practically as universal a method 
of raising municipal revenue as 
the business license tax. 

Putting this tax to a vote of 
the people would be no more 
logical than placing any other 
of the seven major taxes we 
collect to such a vote. I think 
the property tax would be a 
particularly hard one to get a 
| favorable vote upon.

Yes, San Francisco is in a tight — however scenic — spot. We 
don’t blame Mayor Christopher a bit for his suggestion. 


What Other ‘Benefits’? 


Aside from the advantage in elbow room the plan would 
give to San Francisco, there must be other benefits the mayor 
has in mind — for both sides. There is talk of mutual tax bene- 
fits. In most of Menlo Park right now, we are paying a tax rate 
of $8.04 per $100 of assessed valuation; in San Francisco, the rate 
is $7.06. A difference, to be sure, but not, we believe, one that 
would survive the Pelion-piling process of spreading bureaucracy 
over both areas. 

This, however, we are willing to leave to the financial 
experts at Stanford Research Institute, as Mayor Christopher 
has suggested . . . (if the cost of such an expert study does 
not exceed the budget for a neighborl gesture). 

Mayor Christopher speaks of improvement in law enforce- 
ment possible under a consolidated system. True, geographical 
boundaries can hamper police work, But they need not hamper 
it severcly when cooperation is the guiding principle on both 
sides. Our Menlo Park police, faced with Palo Alto across the 
line in Santa Clara county, are up against much the same diffi- 
culties. The files, however, bring forth many instances in which 
the two enforcement agencies, working together, have done excel- 
lent police work in harmony, 

This, however, we are willing to leave to the Public 
Administration experts at the University of California .. . (If 
the cost does not exceed the budget for a gesture.). 


But What of the Citizen? 


There is, however, one aspect of this proposal that we will 
not leave to the experts. That is the matter of local control and 
self-government. |

volve the rights of others, these individuals work together through 
their local governments. Larger areas of involvement call for | 
higher levels of government — county, state and federal.

An Ordinance of the City of Men- 
lo Park, Imposing a City Sales 
and Use Tax; Providing for the 

Performance by the State Board 

of Equalization of All Functions 

Incident to the Administration, | 

Operation and Collection of the 

Sales and Use Tax Hereby Im- 

posed; Suspending the Provi- 

sions of Ordinances Nos. 293- 

294 During Such Time as This 

Ordinance Is Operative; and 

Providing Penalties for Viola- 

tions Thereof. 

The City Council of the City 
of Menlo Park does ordain as fol- 
lows: 

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 

This ordinance shall be known 
as the Uniform Local Sales and 
Use Tax Ordinance of the City of 
Menlo Park. 

SECTION 2. PURPOSE. 

The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park hereby declares that 
this ordinance is adopted to 
achieve the following, among 
other, purposes, and directs that 
the proivsions hereof be interpret- 
ed in order to accomplish those } 
purposes:
